Kevin Walsh, 54, said: “It 
hit us first and then sliced a 
path through the village. 

“Across the road there’s a 
house whose roof has been 
taken off. It was just an 
amazing experience.” 

The wrecking spree 
marked Britain’s second 
tornado in just 72 hours. 

A twister hit Boarhunt, 
Hants, on Saturday and the 
Tornado and Storm 
Research Organisation has 
warned that Britain could 
be hit again. 

Experts fear the southern 
half of Britain is at the 
greatest risk.

THE Italian professor 
who met poisoned spy 
Alexander Litvinenko 
hours before he fell ill 
was last night under 
guard in a safe house. 
Scotland Yard detectives fear 
key witness Mario Scaramella 
could be silenced by the hitmen 
who killed KGB defector 
Litvinenko with radioactive 
poison polonium 210. 
Scaramella, 38, is locked away in 
London while being quizzed about 
his final meeting with Litvinenko 
and has been driven about in an 
unmarked car with dark windows. 


Trapped 


Litvinenko’s brother Maxim yes- 
terday accused two Russians of 
murdering the ex-KGB colonel at 
London’s Millennium Hotel on 
November 1. He said: “I am sure 
they poisoned him. They met him, 
trapped him and gave him poison.” 

The Health Protection Agency 
yesterday revealed that five more 
people have been sent for radiation 
tests at a specialist clinic - making 
eight in total. More than 1,100 who 
had been at locations Litvinenko 
visited rang the NHS helpline. 

Scaramella denies any involve- 
ment in the Russian exile’s mur- 
der. He vowed to reveal every 
detail of their November 1 lunch 


meeting in Piccadilly’s Itsu sushi 
restaurant, where Scaramella 
handed Litvinenko a hitlist con- 
taining their names and that of 
the spy’s billionaire pal Boris 
Berezovsky. 

He said: “I am in a house on the 
edge of London for reasons of 
protection and security. I cannot 
say where I am because I am being 
controlled by Scotland Yard. 

“I have always said I’m willing to 
help. I will tell them everything 
that happened at Itsu.” 

Tony Blair yesterday declared 
“no diplomatic or political barri- 
er” would stop the investigation. 

The PM was heading to a Nato 
summit in Riga, Lavtia, which 
Russian president Vladimir Putin 
is expected to attend. Mr Blair said 
he would speak to Putin — accused 
by Litvinenko of ordering his 
murder — at an “appropriate” time. 

A post-mortem on Litvinenko’s 
body will be carried out on Friday.
